Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon 
the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  in  respect  of 
the  Sandy  Urban  District  for  1965. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  The 
death  rate  is  below  the  National  average. 

An  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year.  This  was  fully  investigated  and  was  found 
to  be  due  to  an  unusual  strain  of  the  germ  against  which 
the  present  vaccine  is  not  fully  effective.  The  facts  have 
been  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  modifications  being  made  in  the  methods  of  manufacture 
of  the  vaccine  will  render  it  more  effective  in  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  their  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  given 
during  the  year.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General 
Hospital,  Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  are  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department 
or  by  General  Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes 
the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and 
blood  from  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and 
assistance  is  always  available.

1 .  Ambulance 

1  he  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a  complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a  twentv-four 
hour  one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport 
of  patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and 
Irom  Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatment.  1  he  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must 
be  made  by  a  General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person . 
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The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  water  supplied  in  the  area  has  proved  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality.  It  is  pumped  direct  from  Greensand  and 
requires  no  treatment  other  than  chlorination. 

No  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  the  raw  water  are 
available  but  samples  of  the  water  from  the  various  points  in  the 
distribution  system  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Water  Board  and  by 
this  Authority  and  all  have  been  sterile. 

The  water  is  of  a  high  standard  of  organic  purity  and  is  not 
plumbo-solvent.  The  following  report  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories  is  of  a  sample  sent  in  for  examination.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  First  Annual  Report  to  this 
Council. 


1.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  town  is  sewered  along  all  the  main  streets  and  roads. 
Swaden,  Stratford  Road,  Station  Road,  Ivel  Road,  Tempsford 
Road,  Beeston  Green  and  Seddington  are  not  sewered.  Advantage 
is  to  be  taken  during  private  house  development  off  Ivel  Road  to 
lay  a  sewer  in  the  near  future. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Ivel  Internal  Drainage  Board  undertake  the  cleaning  of 
all  streams.

4.  Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  pails 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  in  a  ten  cubic  yard 
Karrier.  Provision  is  made  in  the  1966-1967  Estimates  for  a  new 
Musketeer  Refuse  Vehicle  which  should  come  into  service  in  the 
latter  part  of  1966  The  Karrier  is  supplemented  by  the  tractor 
and  trailer  when  necessary.  The  work  is  generally  satisfactory. 
The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  contract.  A  trial  area 
of  paper  sacks  refuse  collection  service  has  been  inaugurated  on  a 
new  Estate  comprising  131  private  development  and  57  Council 
houses,  flats  and  bungalows.  It  is  still  much  too  early  to  make 
any  assessment.

The 
majority  of  the  houses  along  the  High  Road  have  now  been  con¬ 
nected  up  to  the  sewer.  The  sewage  from  The  Baulk  and  the  High 
Road  is  forced  over  the  River  Ivel  by  means  of  two  electric 
motors,  automatic  float  control  and  squirrel  cage  type  pumps 
situated  in  The  Baulk. 

The  motors  and  pumps  have  given  excellent  results,  and 
require  the  minimum  of  attention. 
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The  sewage  arrives  at  the  works  13'  3"  below  ground  level, 
and  forced  to  the  Continuous  Flow  Tanks  by  two  Mirlees-Watson 
Electric  Motors  and  centrifugal  pumps.  The  motors  have  given  an 
excellent  performance.  They  are  automatic  and  controlled  by 
electrodes. 

A  report  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
during  the  year  by  Consultant  Engineers  and  was  approved. 
Instructions  were  issued  to  proceed  for  approval  of  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  to  go  to  tender.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  will  approach  ^250,000,  including 
provision  for  special  treatment  of  trade  effluent. 

Several  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  for 
examination  ;  the  analysis  of  which  proved  satisfactory.  One 
sample  was  taken  by  an  Inspector  of  the  River  Board  which 
was  stated  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Trade  Effluent 

Several  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  sent  to  the 
County’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  London,  none  of  which 
proved  satisfactory.  Numerous  visits  were  made  to  the  Sewage 
Works  and  a  visit  was  made  every  evening  during  which  overtime 
was  being  worked.  The  sewers  were  extended  during  the  year 
by  a  further  extension  of  the  Western  Way  and  Rectory  Estates. 

The  Pumping  Station  on  the  Rectory  Estate  has  not  worked 
very  efficiently  but  consultations  and  investigations  have  been,  and 
are  still,  in  progress,  and  results  should  prove  satisfactory.
